CHICAGO TICKET INDORSED. 


[BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., March 6,—[Special.]— 
After formally calling on Vice President 
Roosevelt, visiting the Senate, and facing a 
photographer’s camera, the Colonels of Gov- 
ernor Richard Yates’ staff today laid aside 
gold braid and blue uniforms for civilian at- 
tire and the duties of the inaugural season 
were brought to a close. During the evening 
the staff was largely represented at the Ham- 
ilton club’s pow-wow at the Raleigh Hotel, 
where the Republican Mayoralty ticket nom- 
inated at the Chicago city tonvention last 
Saturday was ratified. 0 

Then the return journey was begun, a 
special train leaving for Chicago over the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad. Tomorrow 
afternoon Governor and Mrs, Yates will go 
to Thomasville, Ga., for a brief visit, as al- 
ready announced, and then every member of 
the Illinois inaugural delegation will have 
left Washington. 

The Governor and his aids were received 
by Vice President Roosevelt just before the 
noon hour. This visit to the Capitol brought 
about an incident which is being whispered 
about in political circles tonight. Another 
slight tilt between Governor Yates and Sen- 
ator Cullom occurred, the former throwing 
down the gage, and, by implication, openly 
declaring himself a candidate for the 
tor’s seat six years hence. >

The Illinois party was escorted to the east 
gallery of the Senate chamber, and here a 
half hour was spent, Senators Depew, Lodge, 
and other members of the Upper House com- 
ing in as the subject of much comment. 
From the Capitol return was made to the 
Arlington. Then the Governor took up the 
game of politics and, attended by Lieutenant 
Colonel Fort and Colonel Fabyan, called at 
the White House to meet President McKin- 
ley. The appointment had been made yester- 
day and admission to the executive office 
was secured at once. The President greeted 
each member of the party and then the aids 
withdrew, leaving the Governor closeted with 
the Executive and Controller Charles G. 
Dawes. The conf lasted for moretthan 
forty minutes. 2 

Governor Tates again urged that Fred H.

In 
the morning he will call on Vice President 
Roosevelt and visit the Senate. After a 
stay of several days in the East he will 
turn to his home. .

The Executive had 
scarcely time to wish Mr. Roosevelt good- 
day when officials of the Senate hurried the 
rand away to open the session of the Upper 

ouse.

He has been a good Judge and has had 
the respect of.the bar and the public. He 
enjoys the especial regard and confidence 
of a large and respectable element of the 
community. No objection has ever been 
raised against him on the score of personal 
fitness for this office or for any other to 
which he has aspired. He would be Gov- 
ernor of Illinois today if it had been pos- 
sible to separate his individual claims to 
that office from the distrust which was en- 
tertained of the methods and purposes of 
some of his supporters. If it is possible 
now to remove the same suspicions from 
the minds of the people in regard to the 
motives of. some of the politicians who are 
behind him he will be elected. | | 
Tur Cnicaco Trisunse believes his elec- 
tion is much more desirable than that of 
Mayor Harrison, and it has confidence that 
if elected he will justify the expectations 
of his friends and disappoint the fore- 
bodings of his enemies. Judge Hanecy is 
much more competent than Mayor Harri- 
son.

tablish and uphold higher standards of 
duty.

“THE GUARANTIES OF PERMANENCE.” 

The keynote sentence of President Mc- 
Kinley’s inaugural so far as it relates to 
Cuba is this: The peace which we are 
pledged to leave to the Cuban people must 
carry with it the guaranties of permanence.” 
What guaranties of lasting peace would 
there be if at this time an independent gov- 
ernment, free from all American control, 
were established in Cuba? There are none. 
The withdrawal of the United States from 
the island without such guaranties would be 
a Violation of the pledge made to the Cubans 
that they shall have peace. 

Mf. Fred W. Upham of this city has just 
returned from Cuba. He spent his time 
there in obtaining information. He con- 
versed with Governor General Wood and 
with other men who are well acquainted 
with existing conditions. They agree that 
if the United States were now to leave the 
Oubaus to themselves, with their inde- 
pendent government, there would be fight- 
ing and a revolution in from forty to sixty 
days. This heing the deliberate opinion of 
competent judges, it is not strange that 
every man in Cuba who has anything to lose 
wishes American control to continue for the 
present. | 

Mr. Upham learned that the average 
Cuban has been so demoralised by long 
continued Spanish rule that he cannot un- 
derstand an honest administration of gov- 
ernment affairs. To him a treasuty is 
something to be looted. A Cuban govern- 
ment controlled by the element which is in 
power in the constitutional convention 
would, if no barriers were interposed, issue 
bonds until the credit of the island was 
exhausted and foreign complications re- 
sulted. The proceeds of the bonds would 

mainly stolen, as in other Spanish-Amer- 
fean republics. Knowing the Cubans as 
de does, General Wood favors the retention 

the United States of the control of Cn- 

p finances and the direction of Cuban 
foreign affairs. 
There must be guaranties adequate for 
the protection of the personal and property 
fights of Americans, Spaniards, Germans, 
Bnglishmen, and other foreigners now 

domiciled in the island. There must be 
ties that the work of sanitation, 
which has been conducted so successfully 
under American supervision, shall not be 
abandoned and Cuban ports — again 
breeding places of yellow fever for the in- 
fection of American cities, = 
The trouble is, as Mr. Upham points out, 
that there can be neither prosperity nor 
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peace in Ouba under a Cuban government 
which is subject to no restraint. The United 
States went to war with Spain that Cuba 
might have enduring peace, not that the 
island might become the theater of the 
revolutionary struggles of rival factions 
and political adventurers, while the Amer- 
ican government looked on, powerless to in- 
tervene. There must be effective guaran- 
ties of peace. 2 


' THE CUBAN RESOLUTIONS. 

So reasonable in substance and so mod- 
erate in tone are the resolutions in which 
Congress has set forth the policy of the 
United States in reference to Ouba that it 
is not surprising that the Senate agreed 
to them by a large majority after an ex- 
ceedingly brief debate. The minority did 
not choose to discuss propositions which 
are so sensible and which many of them 
would not hesitate to approve of if party 
considerations did not govern them. 

Fortythree Senators voted for the reso- 
lutions. All of them were Republicans, 
Senator Hoar was among them. He voted 


resolutions as “(eminently wise and satis- 
factory.” They seemed to him “a proper 
and necessary stipulation for the applica- 


tion of the Monroe doctrine to the nearest 


outlying country in America, except Mexi- 
co.“ This stipulation, said he, “is in- 
finitely more valuable to the people of Ouba 
~and it will turn out to be so in the fu 
even than it can be to us.” 

Of the twenty Senators who voted in the 
negative all were regular Democrats, with 
the exception of Pettigrew and Teller. The 
latter was a member of the committee which 
drafted the resolutions, but he said during 
the debate that while they were much bet- 
ter than what he had supposed would be 
— yet they were not satisfactory to 


Eleven Republican Senators did not vote, 
Most of them were paired for the amend- 
ment. Senator Mason was paired with Sen- 
ator Sullivan of Mississippi, who would, no 
doubt, if present, have voted against the 
resolutions. The only unpaired Senator as 
to whose attitude there is any question is 
Senator Wellington, who last year left his 
party to support Bryan. 

The Ouban resolutions had the hearty 
support of practically the entire Repub- 
liean membership of the Senate, a member- 
ship including many men of positive con- 
victions and great independence of charac- 
ter. Few measures of recent years have 
received the solid Republican vote these 
Cuban resolutions obtained. This is evi- 
dence of the wisdom of the policy they 


enunciate. é

POLICY OF DIRECT LABOR. 

The question of creating a municipal 
“works department here, similar to that 
of the London County Council, with offices, 
appliances, and staff for carrying out large 
public improvements, has been talked of in 
the Department of Public Works at vari- 
ous times during the last two years.

As regards the general policy of executing 
public work by city employés under de- 
partmental supervision, instead of through 
contractors, business logic, the procedure of 
well managed private enterprises, and 


dom; Next to the disposition and super- 
vision of franchises, the letting and exeeu- 
tion of public contracts is the most prolific 
source of.corruption from which local gov- 
ernment suffers—a fact only more conspic- 
uously proved by Tammany rule than by 
local experience. It is sufficiently evident, 
too, that the plan of dividing up continuous 
lines of public work either among one or 
two big firms, which can easily combine 
against the city, or among a great number 
of firms, some of which may be irresponsible 
or incompetent, is unbusiness-like. Every 
well administered private business seeks 
instead to bring all its own regular func- 
tions under its own direct supervision and 
employés. No department store, for exam- 
ple, would undertake to carry on its deliv- 
ery business—as the city carries on its street 
cleaning and garbage collection—by men 
and teams hired by the day from Tom, 
Dick, and Harry. Moreover, the experience 
of New York, Boston, Washington, Detroit, 
Toronto, and of our own South Park sys- 
tem demonstrates the fact that, in case of 
streets at least, efficient administration and 
direct employment usually go together.

tinctly successful where it has been divested 
from politics, and where its procedure and 
results have been the subject of a well con- 
ducted system of accounting. The “ works 
department of the London County Coun- 
cil has not only been free from place-hold- 
ers but through carefully devised bookkeep- 
ing it has been possible at all times to judge 
accurately of its real achievements and to 
compare them with contract work. This 
is not possible in Chicago. The accounts of 
the electric lighting bureau, for instance, 
are kept in such an unbusinesslike way that 
the actual cost of the service cannot be 
found out. 

Direct labor will only realize permanent 
success on a basis of genuine and demon- 
strated efficiency. That degree of efficiency 
cannot be attained by the municipal gov- 
ernment of Chicago as at present conducted, 
Until there is a change in men and policies 
day labor will be more costly and demoral- 
izing than the contract system.

WARSHIP BUILDER SCOTT HERE. 


On Way to Washington to Arrange for 
Launching the Ohio—Believes in 
Subsidy. . 


H. Irving Scott, Vice President of the 
Union tron works of San Francisco, the com- 
pany which built the Oregon, the monitor 
Monterey, and other vessels for the navy, 
was at the Auditorium Annex yesterday. 
He is on his way to Washington to make 
arrangements for the launching of the battle- 
ship Ohio on May 18, at which it is expected 
President McKinley will be present. 

The company recently completed the bat- 
tleship Wisconsin and Mr. Scott said the 
vessel was now fully equipped for service. 
The company is also building the monitor 
Wyoming, three torpedo boat destroyers, the 
Perry, the Preble, and the Paul Jones. It 
also has recently commenced the construc- 
tion of two armored cruisers, and they are 
expected to be models of this class of war- 
ship. They are to be of 13,000 tons displace- 
ment and to have a speed of twenty-thres 
knots. They are known as yet as No. 6 and 
No. 9. Six of them are being constructed 
altogether, two by the Cramps and two by 
the Newport News Shipbuilding company. 
Mr. Scott favors some kind of a ship sub- 
sidy bill, being of the opinion it offers the 
only way for placing the merchant marine 
of this country in a position it should occupy. 
I am not talking of the merits of the last 
bill or of any particular bill,” he said, “ but 
on the abstract proposition. Iam persuaded 
this country has got to offer much the same 
inducements which, England, France, and 
Germany offer if it is to have an adequate. 
merchant marine. ere is a great field for 
our commerce in the Pacific, but I don’t see 
how our vessels are going to compete with the 
English vessels sailing from Vancouver, 
which was aided by the British government. 
We should have a line of steamers to the 
Philippines, but they would not pay in com- 
petition with the subsidized English ships. 
1 don’t think there were more than three 
vessels flying the American flag in the har- 
bor of San Francisco during the last year, 
while there have been French, English, and 
the flags of other nationalities in plenty. The 
French government offers a subsidy to its 
sailing vessels. England is abandoning sail 
and going to steam and is buying the 
salling vessels.”

SCHOOL TRUSTEES REFUSE USE or 
αõ,H2 BUILDING. 


Plan to Give Benefit Entertainment for 
Institution Censured by Associated 
Charities Is Vetoed—Boara Votes In- 
crease in Pay to Head Assistants, 
Overlooked Before—Time Given to 
Nine Teachers Who Hold Positions 
Without Certificates. 


The Americanu Home-Finding association, 
of which the Rev. George K. Hoover is sec- 
retary, received another set-back last night 
at the meeting of the Board of Education 
when the Rev. J. W. Lee, superintendent, 
applied for the use of the McCosh School 
building. The request was about to be grant- 
ed when Trustee Peterson called the atten- 
tion of the board to the fact that the Rev. 
Mr. Hoover and his methods of work have 
been discredited by committees of investiga- 
tion and by the Bureau of Associated Caer 
ties. 

The home at Harvey, which was walks 
demned by those who visited it nearly a year 
ago, has been abandoned by the Home-Find- 
ing association. A new building has been 
purchased in Park Manor, ahd thirty chil- 
dren are being cared for there each month. 
The .children of the McCosh School had been 
induced to give an entertainment for the bene- 
fit of the home, and the use of the assembly- 
room was requested. The School Manage- 
ment committee recommended that it be 
granted, not knowing that it had any connec- 
tion with the home. 

Several members of the board voted for 
the motion after the explanation had been 
made by Trustee Peterson that it was the 
same association that had been censured 
by the Bureau of Associated Charities. The 
motion was defeated, however. 


Raise Pay of Head Assistants. 


The Board of Education meeting was de- 
voted chiefly to routine business. The 
Finance committee stated that an oversight 
had been made in not providing for an 
crease of the salaries of head assistants in 
the schools in the annual budget. Their 
recommendation for an increase was adopted. 
Superintendent Cooley's report that he had 
discovered nine teachers who are holding 
positions in the public schools without cer- 
tificates crefited some discussion. He rec- 
ommended that they be allowed to take an 
examination in June and to continue in their 
positions until that time. The teachers had 
complained that there was no time to pre- 
pare for an examination between now and 


cause. He proposed an amendment that the 
examination cover no academic studies, but 
only such branches as they are teaching in 
the grades. The entire matter was referred 
back to Superintendent Cooley.

REALTY MEN SUPPORT LAM 


CHICAGO BOARD OPPOSES — 
MENT PENDING IN SPRINGFIELD. 


Resolved That the Public bre com- 


mittee Be Instructed to Work 


Against the Proposed Change Affect- 
ing Delinquent Tax Sales — Poor 
Property-Owner Said te Be Bene- 
fited by the Existing Regulation— 
May Seek New Quarters, 


The Chicago Real Estate board went on 


record yesterday in opposition to the amend- 


ment now before the Legislature which af- 
fects. delinquent tax sales. It was resolved 
that the Public Service committee be given 
power to work for its defeat. Chairman 
hed W. Baird of the Revenue committee 
Sald: 

“The present law should not be changed, 
for as it now operates it is a boon to the 
poor property-owner. Prior to 1895 property 
was sold at delinquent tax sales to the bid- 
der offering to take the least quantity of a 
lot or tract with the rate arbitrarily fixed at 
25 per cent. Efforts now being made to 
return thisexpensive plan. In 1895, when the 
present law was adopted, delinquent sales 
were made to persons offering the property 
for the least penalty. 

A comparison of figures shows a phe |. 
nomenal difference. Delinquent tax and =e | 
cial assessment sales for 1890 amounted to 
$940,135 for six months’ penalties under the 
old system, while for six months in 1900 these 
penalties, under the present law, were only 
$233,083.44. The cost to the owners for carry- 
ing this property while it has been delinquent 
has been about 4 per cent, as against 25 per 
cent under the old law.“ 

The Public Service committee also was in- 
structed to work for Senate bill No. 19, re- 
lating to issuing and the cost of tax deeds, 
and also for the original mechanics’ lien law 
in force prior to 1874, as a substitute for the 
law now in force. The present law was at: 
tacked as lending ald to the contractors and 
material men and working against the in- 
terest of owners of real estate. 

The Board of Directors was instructed to 
look into the proposition of Dunlap Smith 
& Co., that the Real Estate board seek 
quarters in the new National Life Building 
at 161 La Salle street, when it is completed 
in April of next year. The plan is for the 
board to have its judicial salesroom and 
offices on the ground floor and use for its 
meetings a general assembly-room with a 
glass dome on.the twelfth floor.
